Rev.  Herbert  Haywood  returns  to  the  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Louisville  (or  special  work,  giving  up 
his  work  at  Donna,  Texas. 

Pastor  J.  E.  Wills  conducted  his  own  meeting 
at  Louisville.  This  church  Is  responding  to  the 
leadership  of  the  pastor  and  he  is  proving  him¬ 
self  among  the  best. 

No-Tobbarco  Educator  is  a  new  publication 
issuing  from  Pittsburg,  Penn.  Its  purpose  is  to 
teach  the  world  the  ill  effects  of  the  use  of 
tobacco. 

Dr.  Geo.  W.  Truett  has  served  the  First 
Church,  Dallas.  Texas,  for  twenty-two  years 

It  is  thought  that  Missionaries  Z.  C.  Taylor 
and  wife  were  drowned  in  the  recent  storm  on 
the  Texas  coast.  They  spent  many  years  and  did 
great  work  In  Brazil. 

Italy  has  put  it  up  to  the  allies  to  oust  the 
rebel  Italian  D’Annunzio  from  Flume,  as  the 
Italian  government  Is  afraid  of  offending  their 
own  people  by  undertaking  the  Job.  The  Allies 
may  conclude  to  starve  him  out  while  the  Serbs 
cut  off  rations  from  the  rear. 

Missouri  Baptists  meet  in  St.  Louis  in  their 
annual  convention  Oct.  21-23.  Beside  the  75 
Million  Campaign  they  have  a  live  question  up 
for  consideration,  namely  single  alignment  with 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Hitherto  they 
have  h'ad  a  double  alignment,  north  and  south. 

Dr.  E.  M.  Poteat  former  president  of  Furman 
University  has  accepted  a  position  with  the 
Board  of  Promotion  of  the  Northern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  which  has  in  charge  the  general  direc¬ 
tion  of  all  their  work.  He  Is  called  Promoter  of 
Religious  Life. 

Brother  J.  G.  Gilmore  assisted  Pastor  H.  B. 
Harrison  in  meetings  at  Dalevllle  and  Hickory 
Grove.  Five  joined  at  one  church  and  11  the 
other,  with  conditions  generally  greatly  Im¬ 
proved. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Anderson  of  Knoxville,  president  of 
the  Baptist  Convention  of  Tennessee  has  sub¬ 
scribed  (200.000  to  the  75  Million  Campaign. 
Of  this,  $50,000  goes  to  Carson-Newman  Col¬ 
lege,  the  balance  undesignated. 

On  the  anniversary  of  Pastor  C.  V.  Edwards 
of  College  Avenue  Church,  Fort  Worth,  the  new 
$75,000  church  was  dedicated,  splendidly  equip¬ 
ped.  They  have  also  a  pastor's  home.  In  the 
six  years  they  have  received  663  members,  of 
whom  206  were  by  baptism.  Over  $26,000  has 
been  given  for  benevolence  and  they  expect  to 
raise  $50,000  in  the  76  Million  Campaign. 

A  tract  has  been  prepared  by  Dr.  E.  P.  All- 
dredge,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Sanatorium,  with  the  title  "Tuberculosis  In 
the  South."  It  is  a  comprehensive  survey  giving 
facts  and  figures.

For 
example  one  of  their  survey  men  who  found  a 
very  destitute  and  neglected  section  of  Eastern 
New  York  Stattf,  begins  his  list  of  suggestions 
by  one  to  federate  the  denominations  represent¬ 
ed. 


It  was  our  privilege  to  drop  in  at  Clarke  Col¬ 
lege  on  Wednesday  of  last  week,  the  day  after 
they  opened.  The  faculty  and  student  body  were 
gathered  in  the  upper  room  Cor  prayer  for  the 
75  Million  Campaign.  President  Beasley  lead¬ 
ing.  It  was  surprising  and  delightful  to  see  such 
a  large  body.  They  opened  with  about  125  and 
there  are  more  to  follow.  The  boys  dormitory  is 
full,  but  there  is  space  for  a  few  young  ladles. 
This  is  the  largest  student  body  we  have  ever 
seen  at  Clarke  and  they  are  a  serious  looking 
bur.ch  Most  anybody  would  be  Jubilant  with 
this  success,  but  Dr.  Beasley  takes  his  prosperity 
calmly,  doubtless  feeling  the  weight  of  responsi¬ 
bility.  They  have  a  large  number  of  young 
preachers  and  Prof.  J.  F.  Carter,  an  alumnus  of 
Mississippi  College  and  of  the  Ft.  Worth  Sem¬ 
inary  teaches  the  Bible.  The  other  members  of 
the  faculty  have  been  also  chosen  for  their  spec¬ 
ial  training.  It  was  easy  to  fall  In  with  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  prayer  meeting  and  make  a  short 
speech  on  the  75  Million  Campaign. 

Oak  Grove  Church,  Scott  County  went  reluct¬ 
antly  on  the  budget  one  year  ago,  assuming  only 
$35.00  for  all  benevolence  and  $76.00  for  pas¬ 
tor's  salary.  They  now  rejoice  with  pastor  H.  B. 
Harrison  that  they  have  raised  $76.86  for  benev¬ 
olence  and  $166.80  for  pastor's  salary.  Besides 
they  gave  the  pastor  $26.30  to  help  buy  a  car. 
Brother  Harrison  Is  preaching  now  to  eight 
churches.  One  of  these.  Rock  Hill  In  Rankin 
County  by  the  budget  gave  $161  to  the  pastor 
and  $81.60  to  outside  benevolence  which  was 
considerably  over  their  apportionment.  The 
country  churches  are  coming. 

On  Thursday,  Sept.  18,  under  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Yarbrough  and  Miss  Traylor  from  Jackson, 
a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  organized  by 
the  ladies  of  the  Pocahontas  Baptist  Church, 
with  seven  charter  members.  The  officers  elected 
for  the  coming  year  were  Mrs.  Percy  Ashford, 
presidet;  Mrs.  A.  A.  Duncan,  vice-president:  Mrs. 
J.  F.  Whitfield,  secretary  and  treasurer.  May  the 
organization  be  abundantly  blessed  and  accom¬ 
plish  great  things  in  His  name. 

Adoniran  Judson  and  West  Judson  Associa¬ 
tions  have  dissovled  and  the  churches  composing 
them  have  formed  the  new  Lee  County  Asso¬ 
ciation.  This  is  a  move  In  the  right  direction. 
The  old  Central  Association  ought  to  dissolve 
and  form  two  county  associations.  It  is  too  large 
to  secure  an  attendance  on  Its  sessions.  The 
meetings  are  among  the  smallest  in  the  state,  al¬ 
though  it  Is  one  of  the  largest  and  strongest  In 
territory  and  ability. 

God  is  unwilling  to  deprive  man  of  his  share 
in  spreading  the  gospel.  He  sent  an  angel  to 
Cornelius,  but  the  angel  did  not  preach  to  him, 
but  told  him  where  to  find  a  man  who  could 
preach.

The  Undertakers  Association  of  the  United 
States  recently  voted  to  memorialize  the  gov¬ 
ernment.  petitioning  that  the  bodies  of  soldiers 
buried  In  France  be  brought  home.  This  brand 
of  commercial  patriotism  Is  too  thinly  veneered 
to  deceive  anybody.  It  would  be  Impossible  to 
identify  a  large  number  of  those  buried  In 
France,  and  uselss  In  almost  any  case. 

The  Christian  Scientists  are  having  a  long 
drawn  out  law  suit  In  Boston  over  the  control 
of  their  paper,  the  Christian  Science  Monitor. 
Recently  the  proceedings  In  court  had  to  be  Halt¬ 
ed  because  an  Important  witness  and  prominent 
member  of  that  church  could  not  be  present  be¬ 
cause  of  "summer  complaint,"  O  you  "error  of 
mortal  mind."

Often  have  1  heard  It  said:  "Pre-mlllenlalism 
run  to  the  extreme  analysis  is  oppressive  pessi¬ 
mism. 

I  all  Christian  frankness  I  want  to  answer  this 
in  four  statements: 

First.  Such  a  view  as  this  belongs  exclusively 
to  the  past-school.  It  Is  plainly  optimism  to  the 
point  of  fanataclsm.  The  entire  post-school  may¬ 
be  Classed  thus:  It  absolutely  blindly  disregards 
every  passage  In  God's  word  which  shows  that 
wickedness  will  still  be  rife  upon  the  earth 
when  our  Lord  Jesus  comes  again. 

Face  God's  word:  Matt.  13:47-49.  The  par¬ 
able  of  the  net  cast  into  the  sea.  Good  and  bad 
are  caught.  Good  and  bad  are  together  In  the 
net.  Good  are  kept — saved.  Bad  are  cast  Into  the 
the  sea  "So  will  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  age." 
Our  Lord  adds.  No  universal  reign  of  righteous¬ 
ness  then.  The  parables  of  the  wheat  and  tares 
teach  the  same  principle.  No  millenium  there 
until  the  Lord  comes  again.  If  post-mlllenlallsm 
were  true  why  should  Jesus  ever  come  again. 

Face  God's  word:  2  Peter  3:3  Knowing  this 
first,  that  there  shall  come  In  the  last  days, 
scoffers,  walking  in  their  own  lust,  and  saying. 
Where  Is  the  promise  of  His  coming?  For  since 
the  fathers  fell  asleep  all  things  continue  as 
they  were  from  the  beginning  of  creation.’' 

1  Tim.  4:1.  Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  express¬ 
ly,  that  in  the  latter  times,  some  shall  depart 
from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to  seducing  spirits 
and  doctrines  of  devils."  Paul  here  warns  of 
coming  conditions  almost  ad  infinitum  like  pas¬ 
sages  run.  Now  I  ask  you  frankly  if  to  take 
the  fanatical  optimistic  view  is  It  not  to  pass 
over  in  absolute  disregard  these  passages.  It  It 
not  to  openly  deny  God's  word? 

Second.  The  assertion  Is  a  false  accusation 
against  the  pre-millienialism.  It  is  misleading. 
To  say  the  least  it  is  a  mistaken  interpretation 
of  them  and  their  position.  A  careful  examina¬ 
tion  of  this  point  of  view  should  be  made  before 
the  statement  is  made.  I  have  Just  run  through 
seventeen  different  works  by  so  many  different 
authors.  Not  one  can  be  accused  of  such  a  view. 
Not  one  gives  his  work  any  undue  coloring  in 
that  direction.  The  nearest  It,  is  J.  R.  Graves  In 
his  seven  dispensations.  He  predicts  the  world 
war  Just  as  It  has  come,  and  the  universal  sweep 
of  anarchy.  Also  the  war  which  follows  this  one. 
at  which  time  the  Lord  comes. 

Third.  What  is  the  true  position?  (1)  Not 
all  good  is  eliminated,  nothing  in  Scripture  in¬ 
dicates  that;  (2)  Not  that  all  evil  Is  eliminated. 
Many  Scriptures  show  the  contrary  tothis;(3) 
Not  that  good  will  be  in  the  ascendency  when 
the  Lord  Jesus  comes.  Many  Scriptures  show  this 
beyond  any  doubt.  A  denial  of  It  is  a  denial  of 
God's  woid. 

Fourth.  The  Scriptures  do  one  thing  which 
the  pre  contends  for:  They  do  show  evil  will 
be  in  the  ascendenry.  But  why  be  pessimis¬ 
tic  over  it.  Be  persistent  in  duty,  not  depressive. 
Where  are  the  optimists  of  the  world?  Here  is 
a  list  of  them  as  I  came  to  them  on  my  library 
shelf.  They  are  all  pre-eminently  pre-mllleniallst 
in  doctrine  and  exceedingly  optomlstlc  In  life: 
Billy  Sunday,  J.  W.  Chapman.  J.  M.  Gray,  C.  1. 
Scofield,  A.  C.  Qobberteln,  W.  E.  Blackston.  For¬ 
est  Sllner.  Bishop  Castles.  Dr.  Henson,  H.  A. 
Ironside,  M.  A.  Matthews,  Stuart  Holden,  R. -A. 
Torrey,  F.  B.  Meyer.  G.  Campbell  Morgan.  D.  L. 
Moody,  C.  H.  Spurgeon,  M.  E.  Dodd,  T.  T.  M4r- 
tln,  J.  W.  Porter.  W.  D.  Nowlin.  Len.  G.  Brough¬ 
ton.  O.  W.  McPherson.  J.  B.  Moody,  J.  R.  Graves. 
Paul  and  Peter.  Pre-mllllenlals  tn  doctrine — op¬ 
timistic  In  life.

You  all  remember  that  old  band  you  had  back 
In  your  home  town  years  ago,  don't  you?

WOODROW  WILSON'S  GREAT  WORDS 


(L.  R.  Scarborough,  General  Director.) 

President  Wilson  in  his  speech  at  St  Louts  on 
the  League  of  Nations  said,  “Opposition  Is  not 
going  to  save  the  world.  Negations  are  not 
going  to  construct  the  policies  of  mankind.  A 
great  plan  Is  the  only  thing  that  can  defeat  a 
great  plan.  The  only  triumphant  ideas  In  the 
world  are  the  ideas  sthat  are  organized  for  bat¬ 
tle.  The  only  thing  that  equals  an  organized 
program  Is  a  better  program."  These  are  the 
words  of  a  constructive  statesman  touching  a 
matter  involving  the  destinies  of  nations.  They 
are  words  full  worth  the  most  serious  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  servants  of  Christ  as  they  plan  for  the 
extension  of  the  Gospel.  Baptists  in  the  South 
need  to  weigh  well  these  wise  words  and  apply  the 
fundamental  principle  that  lies  at  their  roots,  to 
their  present  situation. 

The  question  Is — will  Baptists  of  the  South  In 
their  work  plan  to  join  with  unionizing 
forces  In  other  denominations,  or  will  they  go 
alone  Into  all  the  world  and  face  the  raesponsi- 
bllltles  of  this  Isolated  course,  really  construct  a 
worthy  aggressive  program  commensurate  with 
the  demands  of  their  separate  policy?  Will  they 
really  organize  for  world  conquest?  They  claim 
the  right  to  preach  the  Oospel  in  all  the  world.  In 
the  light  of  the  New  Testament  their  claim  Is 
Justified.  They  can  best  enforce  their  claim  by  an 
organized  program  to  match  their  claim. 

The  basal  purpose  of  the  75  Million  Campaign 
is  that  Southern  Baptists  may  in  a  larger  and 
more  comprehensive  way  enforce  their  right  to 
preach  the  Gospel  in  all  the  world.  “Policies  and 
Ideas"  says  President  Wilson,  “in  order  to  be 
triumphant  In  their  construction  of  the  ways  of 
men  must  be  organized  for  battle."  The  Baptist 
plan  in  order  to  match  the  devil's  plan  must  be 
aggressive  and  constructive. 

For  Southern  Baptists  to  meet  the  demands  of 
their  Oospel  Trusteeship  In  view  of  the  present 
world  situation  they  must  put  aggressive  construc¬ 
tiveness  in  their  world  plans.  Here  are  some 
of  the  factors  they  should  "organize  for  battle:" 

1.  A  missionary  leadership  and  equipment 
which  will  meet  the  demands  of  the  open  doors  of 
opportunity  in  all  lands,  in  Russia,  the  Balkans, 
Western  Asia,  and  other  lands  now  untouched  by 
any  of  our  agencies  as  well  as  a  larger  and  more 
forward  looking  program  in  the  lands  now  occu¬ 
pied. 

2.  An  evangelistic  program  in  the  home  lafkd 
sufficiently  constructive  and  aggressive  and  with 
a  leadership  sufficiently  Btrong  and  numerous  as 
will  not  only  give  a  true  New  Testament  witness 
in  our  own  circles  but  will  tremendously  reach  out 
to  wider  circles.  We  need  a  strongly  manned 
evangelism,  which  will  match  the  union  Irrespon- 
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sible,  unrelated  evangelism  with  a  New  Testa¬ 
ment  witness  In  our  own  circles  but  will  tremen¬ 
dously  reach  out  to  wider  circles.  We  need  a 
strongly  manned  evangelism,  which  will  match 
the  union  irresponsible,  unrelated  evangelism  with 
a  New  Testament,  related.  Holy  Spirit  Evangel¬ 
ism. 

3.  A  rural  church  building  and  enlistment  pro¬ 
gram  that  will  really  reach  with  Information, 
mobilization,  and  organization  the  mighty  unde¬ 
veloped  resources  In  our  country  churches.  We 
must  build  houses,  train  leaders  for,  and  give  in¬ 
formation  and  inspiration  to  these  immeasurably 
hopeful  sources  of  power  In  the  rural  sections. 

4.  Strengthen  mightily  our  institutional 
equipment  In  schools,  seminaries,  hospitals,  or¬ 
phanages.  Only  10,000  Baptist  children  in  Bap¬ 
tist  schools  out  of  700,000  Baptist  homes  is  a 
tragedy  of  denominational  loss.  (28,000,000  Is 
far  too  small  an  amount  in  five  years  for  our 
Institutions  of  education  and  benevolences.  In 
our  next  campaign  we  must  do  far  better. 

5.  Our  publication  program  must  be  enlarg¬ 
ed  and  strengthened  immeasurably  greater.  We 
have  piddled  at  our  religious  paper  circulation. 
“118,00  papers  to  3,000,000  Baptists"  Is  a  de¬ 
nominational  tragedy.  Baptists  must  write  books 
and  must  be  induced  to  do  It  by  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  great  Southern  Baptist  publication 
house  with  branches  in  every  State,  all  under 
denominational  control  and  ownership.  We  must 
go  Into  the  informing  business  for  our  people. 
We  cannot  do  it  soundly  and  well  when  Pedo- 
Baptlsts  write  our  books. 

6.  We  must  have  75  Million,  yes  100,000,000 
dollars  in  the  next  five  years  with  which  to  lay 
the  foundation  for  this  aggressively  constructive 
program.  My  soul  longs  for  Baptists  to  plan  to 
match  their  program  to  their  claim,  to  square 
their  works  with  their  doctrines. 

100  Million  victory  by  December  7,  will  start 
onward  well. 


VITAL  CAMPAIGN  MATTERS

I  call  attention  of  the  leaders  and  workers  in 
the  Campaign  to  the  following  vital  matters  touch¬ 
ing  the  great  movement. 

1.  We  are  getting  some  large  gifts  from  liberal 
laymen:  R.  E.  Burt,  $50,000;  M.  H.  Wolfe,  $100,- 
000;  A.  E.  Jennings,  $200,000;  Jackson  Barnett. 
Indian,  $200,000;  J.  H.  Anderson,  $200,000;  Mr. 
Thomas,  $1,000,000.  These  are  glorious.  We  will 
have  others  like  this  ,we  hope,  and  will  need 
many,  many  others.  Seek  them  from  our  prosper¬ 
ous  laymen  and  women.  But  we  must  not  sooth 
ourselves  with  the  hope  that  our  rich  laymen  are 
going  to  give  all.  or  even  a  large  part  of  this  big 
sum.  It's  the  smaller  gifts  which  must  come  from 
millions  of  poor,  near  poor,  ordinary  givers.  All 
must  get  In.  All  our  people  by  the  millions  must 
come  in  with  sacrlfical  gifts. 

2.  By  all  means  we  must  not  neglect  the 
spiritualities  of  the  campaign.  These  are  vital  and 
determining  forcee,  such  as  Prayer,  Faith,  inspir¬ 
ing  addresses  and  appeals,  soul  winning  as  we  go 
after  money,  heroic  and  sarrifiral  giving.  All  pride 
and  selfishness  must  be  kept  out  of  our  motives. 
The  Inside  factors  count  much  In  religion. 

3.  Great  inspirational  conferences  in  every 
church  are  necessary  to  arouse  the  conscience  and 
stir  the  soul  of  our  people,  and  are  essential  fac¬ 
tors  of  victory.  A  tidal  wave  of  spiritual  amuse¬ 
ment  ought  to  sweep  our  people  way  out  Into  the 
-Inland  and  outmost  churches,  as  well  as  every¬ 
where  else.  Victories  are  best  won  by  rising  soul- 
tides  of  power.  All  pastors,  and  laymen  and 
women  leaders  ought  to  be  volunteers  for  this 
service. 

4.  The  Four-Minute  Speakers,  125,000  of  them, 
should  be  put  on  the  talking  task  now  In  every 
church  service  from  October  5th  to  November 
30th.  We  want  the  “Wilderness  to  ring  with  the 
voice  of  God"  in  all  section  of  the  South.  "Sug¬ 
gested  Speeches  and  Talking  Points”  can  be  se¬ 
cured  from  the  State  Publicity  Directors,  and  al¬ 
so  from  the  "Baptist  Campaigner."  Go  to  the  pas¬ 
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torless  and  leaderless  churches.  Rrach  all  Hap 
tists. 

6.  Posh  the  organization  to  every  church.  Set 
It  up— Hang  up  the  Service  Roll,  and  send  copy 
of  it  to  the  state  office  with  copy  for  Nashville 
Office.  Victory  hinges  here.

Mississippi  Baptists 
have  none.  And  yet  we  boast  that  we  have  more 
Baptists  In  Mississippi  than  all  other  denomina¬ 
tions  put  together.  Other  denominations  are 
planning  to  do  this  kind  of  work  more  extensive¬ 
ly.  Our  own  people  are  making  no  plans  that 
anybody  knows  6f. 

Northern  Baptists  have  a  college  for  Negroes 
In  Jackson  which  has  done  and  is  doing  good 
work.  They  are  asking  that  we  of  the  South  Join 
them  in  this  work.  Others  believe  It  Is  an  im 
perative  need  and  a  great  opportunity.

The  point  to  notice  here  Is  that  thj^  goal  of 
the  Christian  life  is  an  ever  receding  goal,  what 
we  have  chosen  to  call  a  flying  goal,  ^his  does 
not  mean  that  It  is  elusive,  not  that  It  |s  simply 
imaginary,  a  merely  exalted  Ideal.  Far  from  it. 
But  It  does  mean  that  the  actual  standard  of 
character  and  perfection  of  being  whliih  are  in 
God  and  revealed  in  Christ,  In  the  living  person 
of  Jesus,  are  only  gradually  apprehended  by  us, 
and  that  as  they  are  more  fully  apprehended  in 
the  process  of  our  development  they  furnish  us 
a  constantly  growing  goal  for  our  attainment. 

This  is  the  meaning  of  such  pasages  as  these: 
"That  I  may  know  him"  (Phil.  3;  10); ) "TUI  we 
all  attain  unto  the  knowledge  of  th^  Son  of 
God"  (Eph.  4:13);  "That  ye  may  be  strong  to 
apprehend  with  all  saints  what  is  thq  breadth 
and  length  and  height  and  depth,  and  to  know 
the  love  of  Christ  which  passeth  knowledge" 
(Eph.  3.18-19).  This  helps  us  to  understand 
also  the  progressive  nature  of  the  work  o/ 
Christ  expressed  In  such  passages  as  Jqhn  1:16, 
"For  of  his  fulness  we  all  received  and  grace  for 
grace;"  and  Romans  1:17,  "For  therein  Is  re¬ 
vealed  a  righteousness  of  God  from  faith  unto 
faith;"  and  the  one  already  referred  to  in  2  Cor. 
3:18.  "We  all  are  transfigured  into  the  same 
image  from  glory  to  glory.” 

Life  is  growth;  spiritual  life  is  spiritual 
growth:  eternal  life  Is  eternal  growth.  Our  pres¬ 
ent  knowledge  of  Christ  is  only  partial  and  If  we 
lived  up  to  that  knowledge  or  standard,  we 
should  still  not  be  perfect,  for  we  only  know  in 
part.  But  we  can  only  grow  as  we  increase  in 
knowledge;  and  we  can  increase  in  knowledge 
only  as  we  grow  to  what  we  already  know. 
"Only,  whereunto  we  have  attained  by  that 
same  rule  let  us  worlk,"  Phil  3:17.

have  determined  to  help  build  a  isegro  1  neoio*- 
leal  Seminary  and  that  our  State  Board  assists 
in  the  support  of  one  Negro  missionary,  and 
each  year  contributes  to  make  an  institute  for 
Negro  preachers  In  connection  with  Jackson  Col¬ 
lege.  But  the  large  mass  of  these  people  la  un¬ 
touched  by  any  effort  of  our  Baptist  people. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  chief  need 
of  these  people  is  Christian  education.  To  be 
sure  there  are  people  blinded  by  race  prejudice 
and  controlled  by  short  sighted  and  selfish 
policy  opposed  to  any  efforts  1  nthelr  behalf.  Any 
man  who  would  seek  to  hold  in  ignorance  another, 
or  bind  the  chains  of  ignorance  on  a  race  la  full 
brother  to  the  thugs  of  India  who  confined  captives 
in  the  black  hole  of  Calcutta.  Sue!)  a  spirit  is  as 
antagonistic  to  Christianity  as  darkness  is  to 
light. 

But  these  people  are  going  to  be  educated. 
It  may  take  more  than  one  generation  to  do  It. 
The  only  question  Is  who  will  do  the  work  and 
what  sort  of  education  will  they  have.  Too  long 
we  have  allowed  other  people  to  do  this  work 
Until  there  is  danger  of  their  sympathies  being 
alienated  from  us  and  their  interests  being  bound 
up  with  other  people.  Shall  Southern  Baptists 
do  the  work  or  shall  we  stand  back  and  let 
other  people  do  it?  Shall  we  turn  them  over  to 
the  Catholics  and  Episcopalians?  Shall  we  leave 
the  field  to  people  at  a  distance  and  lose  our  hold 
upon  them? 

It  is  a  common  thing  to  say  that  Negroes  are 
naturally  Baptists  and  that  they  will  remain  so 
In  spite  of  all  efforts  of  others.  There  is  no  truth 
in  It.  Negroes  are  no  more  naturally  Baptists 
than  other  people  are.  Most  people  form  their 
denominational  affiliations  because  of  kindness 
shown  them,  of  Interest  in  them  and  effort  in 
their  behalf.  Kindness  wins  more  people  than 
theological  instruction.  The  Negroes  of  the 
South  are  largely  Baptists  and  Methodists,  be¬ 
cause  these  denominations  went  after  them  in 
slavery  time.  They  were  members  of  our  house¬ 
holds  and  of  our  churches.  Kindness  won  them 
then  and  kindness  will  win  them  now.  Those  who 
do  most  for  them  will  get  most  of  them.  If  the 
love  of  Christ  canstralns  us  we  will  plan  and 
work  for  their  salvation  and  their  upbuilding. 
If  we  love  God  and  love  his  truth  we  will  see 
that  the  Negroes  are  given  the  proper  help  for 
their  uplift.

Quite  often  some  one  wises  the  remark  that 
the  prearhers  and  the  religious  papers  are  hav¬ 
ing  too  much  to  say  about  money,  that  Is  about 
the  giving  of  money  for  Christian  work.  It  would 
interest  these  people,  or  anybody  for  that  matter 
to  gee  how  much  and  what  the  Bible  has  to  say 
on  that  subject.  The  truth  Is  that  If  all  that  the 
Bibte  has  to  say  about  giving  to  the  Lord  were 
cut  out  we  would  have  a  mighty  scrapper,  fraxzled 
book.  Does  anybody  believe  in  cuttingl  It  out? 

But  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  brief  article 
to  call  attention  to  ail  these  passages,  nor.  to  any 
considerable  number  of  them.  One  will  answer 
for  the  purpose.  This  one  which  staiids  at  the 
head  of  this  article  shows  that  if  you  really 
get  right  oil  the  money  question  you  will  be 
right  religiously  on  every  question  of  practical 
conduct.  Certainly  It  teaches  that  when  one  gets 
right  on  this  question  he  will  have  light  suffi¬ 
cient  to  settle  all  other  questions.  If  that  Is  true, 
and  nobody  who  studies  the  passage  of  scripture 
will  venture  to  deny  it,  then  it  becames  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  greatest  importance  that  we  come 
straight  on  this  subject. 

The  phrase  used  above  is  in  Jesus'  sermon 
on  the  mount  as  found  in  the  sixth  chapter 
of  Matthew,  and  is  close  to  the  heart  of  this

greatest  sermon  on  record.  Jesus  has  spoke 
first  of  the  exalted  privilege  of  those  In  the 
kingdom.  This  we  call  the  beatitudes.  Then 
he  spakes  of  their  exalted  responsibility  as  the 
light  of  the  world.  He  then  proclams  the  exalted 
standard  of  righteousness  in  the  kingdom  (5: 
17-48)  ending  with  "Ye  therefore  shall  be  per¬ 
fect  as  your  heavenly  Father  is  perfect.”  The 
first  part  of  the  sixth  chapter  speaks  of  the  ex¬ 
alted  motives  which  must  inspire  every  Chris¬ 
tian  act. 

With  the  ninteenth  verse  he  rises  to  the  ex¬ 
alte  aim  and  ideal  of  life  itself,  beginning  lay 
not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth.  This 
subject  goes  to  the  end  of  chapter  six,  reaching 
the  climax  in  verse  thirty-three,  “But  seek  ye 
first  his  kingdom  and  his  righteousness.”  In  this 
division  of  the  sermon  Jesus  shows  that  the 
strongest  enemy  to  the  soul  and  the  greatest 
hindrance  to  divine  grace  and  growth  is  the  self- 
seeking  spirit  that  makes  a  business  of  laying 
up  earthly  treasures.  This  is  the  double  vision 
which  fills  the  whole  body  with  darkness.  He 
says  the  eye  Is  the  only  way  tthe  body  has  of  see¬ 
ing.  Anything  that  blinds  the  eye  makes  the 
whole  body  dark.  In  the  same  way  the  single 
aim  to  serve  Rod  makes  all  duty  and  truth  plain. 
If  some  other  aim  Intervenes,  there  is  no  vision 
of  Rod.  no  clear  light  on  the  path  of  duty,  no 
enraptured  knowledge  of  his  truth. 

On  the  other  hand  If  we  get  rid  of  that  earthly 
aim  there  Is  nothing  to  obstruct  the  llgjit.  If 
we  saved  for  the  love  of  money.  If  the  eye  be 
single,  the  whole  body  will  be  full  of  light,  Get 
rid  of  mammon  and  you  will  have  Rod  in  the 
soul.  When  his  servants  really  serve  him.  They 
shall  see  his  fare  and  his  name  shall  be  on  their 
foreheads  (Rev.  22:3-4).  Isn't  it  worth  while 
to  overcome  this  cause  of  blindness?  Is  It  not 
right  and  good  to  try  to  save  the  people  from  It, 
that  the  whole  body  may  be  full  of  light. 

Jesus  would  do  'us  the  same  kindness  as  he 
offered  to  do  for  the  rirh  young  ruler  when  he 
said,  "Do  this  and  thou  shalt  have  treasurer  in 
heaven.  The  commonest  cause  of  spiritual  blind¬ 
ness  is  the  setting  of  the  heart  on  earthly  posses¬ 
sion.  The  sure  way  to  heavenly  illumination  of 
of  the  soul,  the  only  way.  is  to  be  delivered  from 
earthly  lust,  and  earthly  anxiety.  If  thine  eye 
be  single,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light.

One  way  to  reduce  the  high 
cost  of  living  is  to  work  more  and  produce 
more.  Some  people  are  lying  on  their  backs  look¬ 
ing  up  at  the  high  cost  of  living,  waiting  for  it 
to  come  down.  It  is  likely  to  light  near  where 
you  work,  not  where  you  lie.  The  world  needs 
a  good  sermon  on  the  text  "What  thy  hands 
find  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might."

Paul  destroys  all  limits  to  our  possessions  when 
he  says,  “All  things  are  yours,  whether  Paul 
or  Apollos  or  Cephas,  or  the  world,  or  life,  or 
death,  or  things  present,  or  things  to  come:  all 
are  yours."  AgBln  he  says.  "Having  nothing  and 
yet  possessing  all  things.”  All  things  work  for 
them  that  love  Rod.  All  things  work  tqgetber 
for  good  to  them  that  love  God.

A  few  days  ago  two  men  were  talking  on  the 
train  as  to  how-  the  recent  election  went  in  their 
county.  The  man  whom  they  described  as  the  most 
in  every  way  capable  of  all  the  candidates  In  the 
field  had  been  defeated.  They  were  very  pronounc¬ 
ed  as  to  what  defeated  him.  It  was  the  fact  that 
he  had  taught  a  class  of  Negroes  in  a  Mission 
Sunday  school.  I  have  no  language  sufficiently 
strong  to  express  my  deep  loathing  of  the  conduct 
of  the  man  who  would  create  race  hatred  and 
then  appeal  to  that  vile  passion  in  me  to  retard 
his  opponent  and  propel  himself  forward  for 
political  preferment.  To  me  it  is  unpatriotic 
enough  to  be  denominated  treason  of  the  most 
treacherous  kind. 

But  the  conversation  reminded  me  that  my 
young  friend,  the  lamented  Miss  Clara  Oran  berry, 
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accepted  a  position  and  taught  in  a  Negro  school 
In  the  city  of  Jackson.  1  was  strongly  moved  to 
write  of  her  w-hen  she  accepted  the  position:  and 
when  God  called  her  home  in  her  young  life  1 
purposed  to  do  so;  but  like  the  balance  of  my  good 
deeds,  it  went  undone. 

Miss  Clara  did  not  accept  that  work  because  no 
other  was  offered  her.  8he  was  an  honored  stu¬ 
dent  If  not  a  graduate,  of  that  noble  Institution. 
Hillman  college.  Her  father  was  among  the  most 
honored  and  well-to-do  farmers  of  Hinds  county. 
Could  I  stand  by  her  grave  this  morning  I  would 
feel  like  saying:  "My  dear  girl,  (for  I  remem¬ 
ber  her  better  as  a  child  than  a  woman)  1  have 
been  unworthy  of  your  friendship  and  the  world 
is  unworthy  of  your  noble  life.”  The  emptiness 
of  my  own  life  makes  me  feel  like  crying  for  very 
shame!  But  oh,  when  I  see  one  so  nobly  Imltat 
Ing  (be  life  of  him  who  made  himself  of  no  repu 
tation  that  he  might  lift  up  the  lowly,  it  makes 
me  feel  like  getting  down  on  my  knees  and  wor¬ 
shiping  at  the  feet  of  such  humanity.  It  is  the 
world's  hope.

and  His  Christ,  and  a  lost  World,  began  to  break 
forth  in  streams  of  unselfish  giving  of  money  for 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  mankind.

forth  as  the  pent  up  waters  of  some  mighty  river 
and  expressed  the  determination  “by  tlje  grace 
of  God."  that  by  which  they  are  saved  and  in 
which  they  glory,  to  put  themselves,  their  money, 
and  their  service  upon  the  altar  of  their  Lord 
and  raise  $75,000,000  In  five  years  for  evangeliza¬ 
tion.  education,  hospitals,  orphanages,  and  the 
old,  worn-out  ministers  of  the  cross  of  Christ;  to 
be  managed  as  they  themselves  feel  God  would 
have  them  manage  It 

The  thing  Is  wonderful  to  think  of.  Surely  It  is 
God  who  is  working  in  them  "to  will  and  to  do  of 
His  good  pleasure.  It  is  God's  own  reply  to  the 
selfishness  that  would  emasculate  Christianity  of 
its  real  fundamental  principles,  and  Christians 
of  their  deep  soul  convictions,  under  the  name  of 
union;  for  the  selfish  sake  of  saving  money.  It 
Is  God  s  way  of  saying  to  the  world.  Th<»  money 
Is  Mine  and  these  are  Mine,  and  because  of  their 
love  for  me.  for  you.  and  for  my  truth,  they  will 
deprive  themselves  of  luxuries  to  glorify  me  and 
help  you. 

The  very  spirit  of  It  is  immense.  The  undertak¬ 
ing  is  a  sword  thrust  Into  the  heart  of  selfishness 
and  the  opening  up  of  the  true,  altruistic  spirit  of 
the  real  religion  of  Jesus  Christ.  And  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  the  task  will  for  ages  stand  as  a 
monument  against  that  form  of  Infidelity  which 
continually  Impugns  “the  church."  and  condemns 
its  littleness  It  is  great,  and  is  wise,  that  in  the 
task  are  included  all  of  the  great  interests  of 
the  kingdom  work.

undertaking  ia  not. so  great  If  we  keep  in  mind 
the  force*  available  to  accomplish  It  The)  Baptist 
denominational  organ 'canon  seems  perfectly 
adapted  to  voluntary  enlistment  It  easily  breaks 
up  into  district  associations!  units  and  the  asso¬ 
ciations  into  church  units  All  the  district  ameria- 
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lions  In  a  state  are  alike  and  when  the  enlistment 
director  can  enlist  one  such  association  he  can 
enlist  the  entire  state  by  precisely  the  same 
method. 

The  district  association  is  composed  of  churches, 
all  of  them  alike  and  the  problem  is,  after  all,  the 
problem  of  enlisting  one  Haptist  church.  If  one 
church  can  be  enlisted,  another  can  by  the  same 
method.  There  are,  of  course,  different  conditions 
in  different  places,  but  two  things  are  the  same 
everywhere;  the  task  to  be  done  and  human  na¬ 
ture  to  be  dealt  with. 

How  to  Eunllst  One  Church: 

(1)  Information  must  be  Imparted. 

(2)  The  people  must  be  exhorted. 

(3)  The  people  must  act  upon  the  exhortation. 

Given  enough  leaders  in  each  district  assocla 

tion  to  reach  every  church  and  enough  leaders  in 
each  church  to  do  these  three  things  and  the 
whole  state  will  be  enlisted. 

I.  Give  the  people  information.  Set  before  them 
the  task  as  a  whole,  then  show  them  what  is  to 
be  done  for  each  of  the  causes  included  in  the 
75  Million  Campaign. 

II.  Exhort  the  people  to  d<*  their  duty.  Christ 
died  for  this  thing  we  are  doing.  Over  19  cen¬ 
turies  of  preparation  for  this  hour  are  behind  us 
and  have  led  up  to  this  God-honoring  task.  To  be 
a  slacker  now  is  to  be  heartless  towards  the  world 
and  faithless  toward  our  God. 

III.  Secure  action  by  unanimous  solicitation. 
Let  no  one  be  left  out.  It  should  be  considered  an 
insult  to  any  member  of  a  Haptist  church  to  be 
left  out  in  the  eight  day  victory  drive.  He  ought 
to  consider  such  an  offense  w'll  nigh  unpardon¬ 
able,  which  it  is. 

I  solemnly  affirm  that  If  I  was  left  out  by  my 
brethren  at  such  a  time,  I  would  never  get  over 
the  hurt. 

Final  victory  depends  upon  the  teams  in  the 
churches  who  get  the  cards  signed  up.  They  must 
be  appointed  in  every  church,  and  under  God 
they  must  not  fail.  If  they  succeed  they  will  clinch 
the  enlistment  of  the  state.

What  would  we  mothers  do  in  the  training  of 
our  children  without  the  beautiful  magazines 
and  books  that  are  gotten  out  especially  for 
then;,  with  lovely  artistic  illustrations,  poems 
that  fascinate  and  stories  that  Interest  and  un¬ 
consciously  convey  beautiful  lessons  of  unself¬ 
ishness.  kindess  and  love?  Then  consider  the 
dearth  of  such  literature  in  heathen  lands. 

Did  you  know  that  there  is  in  ail  of  China 
only  one  Christian  Magazine  for  Chinese  children 
called  “Happy  Children"  and  on  accountof  lack 
of  funds  It  is  only  able  to  reach  four  thousand 
of  the  one  hundred  millions  below  ten  years  of 
age  In  an  address  “Helping  the  Children,”  by 
Sirs.  Donald  MacGillloray,  Shanghai,  China,  she 
says:  "For  the  Chinese  child  under  ten  years  of 
age,  we  have  almost  no  special  literature  pre¬ 
pared  and  published  by  the  Christian  Church.  We 
have  also  sadly  neglected  the  boy  of  the  teen 
age,  with  his  many  desires  waiting  to  be  guided 
and  inspired. 

Thanks  to  the  committee  on  Christian  Litera¬ 
ture  for  women  and  children,  we  hare  a  child¬ 
ren's  magazine  in  China.  It  had  Its  birth  during 
the  war,  but  never  the  less  reached  Its  subscrip¬ 
tion  list  of  four  thousand  per  month.  "What  is 
this  among  so  many?"  It  goes  Into  all  denomina¬ 
tions.  to  all  parts  of  China,  also  It  finds  Its 
way  into  Burma,  the  Malay  States  and  to  Chinese 
In  Canada  and  America. 

1  need  hardly  say  that  books  are  one  of  the 
most  valuable  evangelistic  agents  we  have  on 
the  mission  field, 

A  lady  missionary  was  visiting  and  teaching 
in  the  home  of  the  late  Yuan  Shi  Kal.  She  left 
a  copy  of  the  children’s  magazine  several  times 
op  her  visits.  One  day  one  of  the  young  wives  of 
the  palace  called  her  aside  and  said.  "Tell  me 
who  Is  this  Jesus  of  whom  this  paper  speaks  so 
often?"  Then,  like  Phillip,  the  Apostle  of  old. 
she  sat  down  and  preached  unto  her  Jesus.  An¬ 
other  official  in  Peking  ordering  the  magazine 
for  his  family,  wrote,  “The  paper  Is  a  light  for 
the  children  of  China." 

I  plead  for  the  child  in  China,  in  India.  In 
Africa,  in  Corea,  in  Japan  that  In  our  budgets, 
our  conferences,  our  plans  we  may  place  the 
child  where  the  Savior  did,  "In  the  midst."

(T.  J.  Moore) 

The  county  organizer  is  a  merchant 
Bro.  A.  A.  Bruner.  He  met  me  on  the 
morning  of  my  arrival  at  bis  depot 
and  we  started  on  our  round  to  meet 
Group  worker  and  churches  and  from 
day  *o  day  we  went  holding  from  one 
to  three  meetings  a  day.

3.  One  church  with  quota  of  $1500 
which  had  never  given  $100  in  any  one 
year  had  only  five  members  present, 
and  they  poor  people,  agreed  to  sub¬ 
scribe  $465.  These  only  represented 
three  families  The  church  numbers 
over  one  hundred. 

4.  One  church  had  three  to  speak  out. 
oor  men  saying  they  would  give  $125 

each,  in  a  church  which  had  never 
given  $25  in  any  one  year.  One  of  these 
men  followed  us  to  the  next  days  ap 
pointment.  became  converted  to  doc¬ 
trine  of  tithing  and  increased  his  to 
$500 

5.  The  last  two  days  were  spent  in 
the  meeting  of  the  association.  The 
second  day  was  given  to  75  Million 
Campaign.  Rev.  R.  B.  Gunter,  our 
State  publicity  man.  made  an  address 
in  the  forenoon,  and  I  spoke  in  the  af¬ 
ternoon.  Some  stirring  speakers  from 
the  delegates  made  It  a  red-letter  day 
Several  agreed  to  begin  to  give  a 
tenth  of  their  income.  They  unani- 


they  will  unite  with  them.  Total  62.  I 
The  church  at  the  closing  service 
called  Bro.  Hughes  for  another  year 
taking  three  Sundays  instead  of  two 
as  they  now  have.

BAPTIST  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 

Major  Janies  C.  Ballard,  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  public  health  service,  who  is 
in  Memphis  for  the  purpose  of  making 
an  inspection  of  all  of  the  hospitals 
in  the  city  said: 

"I  have  just  completed  an  inspection 
of  the  Baptist  Memorial  hospital  and 
have  gone  over  the  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  for  the  additons  and  improve¬ 
ments  that  are  *o  be  made,  and  it  will 
be  one  of  the  very  finest  in  the  South. 
I  am  truly  surprised  and  highly  grati¬ 
fied  that  Memphis  is  to  have  such  a 
splendid  institution." 

The  tnvestgallon  being  conducted  In 
Memphis  by  Maj.  Ballard  is  a  part  of 
the  government  campaign  to  combat 
disease  and  reduce  the  mortality  rate. 
There  are  16  local  civilian  hospitals 
that  are  affected  b  ythe  survey. 

Maj.  Ballard  reached  Memphis  Tues¬ 
day  afternoon  from  Atlanta.  He  has 
been  detailed  to  make  a  survey  of  every 
hospital  in  the  Fifth  federal  reserve 
district,  which  includes  North  and 
South  Carolina.  Florida.  Georgia  and 
Tennessee.  The  investigation  is  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  moderness, 
sanitary  conditions,  sanitation  facili¬ 
ties,  number  of  beds,  ability  to  care 
for  additional  patients  in  an  emer¬ 
gency.  the  method  and  kind  of  treat¬ 
ment  accorded,  the  system,  mortality 
record,  and  all  assential  data.  Maj 
Ballard’s  report  will  be  forwarded  to 
Rupert  Blue,  surgeon-general  in  charge 
of  the  United  States  public  health 
service.
